Election/Restrictions

Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on 26 July 2006 have been fully considered. 
Claims 15-18 are therefore allowed with the additional limitations included. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably suggest all of the limitations as 
claimed in the independent claims, but more specifically does not teach a first optical fiber 
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having a non-linear constant y larger than the second optical fiber where the non-linear constant 
y = (27tn2)/(AAeff), n 2 is a non-linear refractive index. 

The closest prior art of record is U.S. Patent 6,721,481 to Terahara et al relied upon in the 
rejection (now withdrawn) set forth in the previous Office action, mailed 02 May 2006, paper 
number 20060429. 

Therefore, claims 15-18 are allowed.
